Well here it is again - Spring - when people all 
over the state decide that the time has come to do 
something, to change something, just for the sake of 
a - conruny 

he leaders of the state colleges are once again 
in the mood to change the names of ALL the colleges 
to “California State College at ————.” 

While —- such as fiscal expenditures for new 
buildings and the hiring of help for administrators 
hang fire, the Board of Trustees attempts to cram 
everyone into one big golden basket for the appear- 
ance of unity. 

Their argument seems to have the logic of water 
running uphill when they defend this plan. It will 
make the state colleges a part of a system such as 
that of the University of California at -, they 
say. 


And of course the students, the lower echelon, 
realize full well that a name change just can’t and 
won't effect the value of the education they receive, 
nor the relatively small college atmosphere that 
they enjoy. 

But think of all the college presidents who travel 
to the East in search of proffesors to fill vacancies 
on the staff or the new positions. Surely it will be a 
feather in their collective caps to be able to say that 
they represent the California State Colleges. Then 
comes the ignoble lowering when, cornered, they 
have to admit that they represent only one twentieth 
of the system. ‘ 

And on the fiscal side of the change it might pay 
to consider the cost of all the letter-head paper, the 
brochures, all the maps and the other assorted name 
bea.ing implements that are needed to keep the sin- 
gle organization functioning in the usual manner. 

And what about the beleagured sportscasters 
and others who refer to the colleges as home town 
institutes? Already the college in Hayward is called 
Cal-State by these members of the fourth estate. 
What, oh: what, will they do with 20 Cal-States listed? 
It is probable that they will ignore the name change 
in favor of the present familiar title. 

An additional problem that might be wrought by 
this name change is the possible loss of identification 
which now exists between many of the schools and 
their surrounding areas. Last year these same trus- 
tees sent Sacramento State to the community for 
bleachers. Now apparently, they want to cut the often 
strained umbilical cord by shoving the supporting 
city into the back seat in favor of the State of Cali- 
fornia. 

This name change goal makes as much sense to 
an object-ive person as the Governor's plan for a few 
years ago to re-sign inter-state rey 40 as State 
route 80.

In light of this, and in light of 
the importance of the speakers and topics which annually 
make the Forum the event that it is, we feel that the time has 
come to recognize this event as a major contribution to the 
education of everyone at SSC. 

Classroom disciplines are certainly the most important 
grounding in any educational process, but the real student 
should seek every opportunity to improve his knowledge of 
contemporary events and issues. 

Isolation from the events and issues of the times, and dedi- 
cation to book learning entirely cannot provide the kind of edu- 
cation necessary in the contemporary world.
